At your 
request 1 kept a strict account of all oeouree attending the 
manufacture of these medals and the amount of money received for 
their sale. 

Until the 22nd day of fume 1 sent daily to Mr. F. A. Stocks 
a cheek for 257 of the gross sales: to he ae to the Vorld's 
Columbian Commission for the concession. | After that day I had 
no. further responsibility in the matter except the keeping of an 
aacount of the sales and the paying over daily to Mr. John M. 
Ewing the amount of the money received, Me. EWA ne took charge of 
the medal business under the directions of Mr. I. A. Stoeks Repre~ 
senting the Treasury Department. What arrangement, was made with 
Mey Ewing T an not able to say. | do know that my instructions 
wore to pay him the money and he was to furnish the blanks and pay 
all the costs attendine the manufacture.
